HINTS ON COOKING. 


How to Make u If amber of Toothsome nnd 


Appetizing Dishes. 


lo make a French omelet for brcak- 


fa&t, blend smoothly two spoonfuls of 
flour with one cup of milk, add a pinch 
each of salt and pepper, and half a 
teaspoonful, scant, of baking powder. 
Lastly, add the well-beaten yolks of 
four eggs 
Pour this mixture into a 


well-buttered, shallow pan, and over all 
spread the frothed whites of the four 
eggs. A very few moments will cook 
insufficiently in a quick oven. Fold 
ovei once, and send to table immedi- 
ately on a hot dish. 


Many aweary house mother omitted 


preserve-making in its season, thinking 
she "would buy her sweetmeats this 
jeav," but good ones are a dollar a 
quart jar, and enough at that, for one 
we bought as a sample contained just 
four halves of quinee.the rest was sirup. 
Far more economical to make our own, 
but if we do not incline to such warm 
and tiresome employment m its proper 
season, a very good substitute can bo 
made in this wise Take a can of the 
beat quality of peaches; drain off all the 
juice, and strain it; put over the fire, in 
a small porcelain kettle, add a full cup 
of granulated sugar, and simmerslowly, 
skimming as the impurities rise, for one 
hour, or till clear. Then put in the 
fruit, and cook just long enough to 
have the sweet sirup thoroughly per- 
meate it, then icmove carefully, to 
keep the pieces unbroken, into an open 
dish, and pour the hot sirup over them, 
and allow to cool. This will keep all 
wintei, and is as satisfactory and rich 
a "pieserve" as if made by seveial 
ho>urs of hard work over a hot me. 
The process is the same with canned 
plums and pears, but plums require 
one-half more sugar, and pears are 
gieatly improved by adding half a 
dozen whole cloves to the sirup. At 
an hour's notice, at any season of the 
jear, the same result can be reached a/9 
m the autumn, when fruits are fresh

best quality of fruit, the choicest grpde, 
for the "best is alwajs the cheapest" 
This is emphatically true in regard to 
food, or any thing destined for the 
stomach 


The rule for making "French mus- 


tard" that will keep indefinitely, -with- 
out molding, is as follows: To one large 
spoonful of ground mustard add half a 
teaspoonful of salt, one full teaspoonful 
of sugar, and cider vinegar enough to 
mix all these ingredients smoothly; set 
on the fire, stirring constantly; cook 
three minutes, and allow to cool. II 
will be found equal to the imported.— 
Christian Union.

A HITCH IN THE LAND BILL. • 


LONDON, Aug. 11.—A number of peers 


iavo throatnneil to vote for tho rejection 


tho House of Commons' amendments to 


tho Land bill, especially those to tho

the J.ord Slayor's banquet to tho cabinet 
minister! at tho Mansion House last even- 
ing, Lord Salisbury nnld tho Uovernmont 
liad dono everything possible to give ef- 
fect to tho country's mandate to preserve 
the unity of the empire. Extra powers 
had been placed at the command of the 
government, and the country had a right 
to complain if they were not used dis- 
croutly and at tho siiino time firmly. This 
utterance is boliovod to signify that tho 
government will proolaliu tho League.

An Awful Double Tragredy^

The revolver which 


played an important part in the tragedy 
was found on the floor in the center of the 
room, several feet distant from where they 
fell wounded to the floor.

The .United States Steamer Monocaoy. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—On July 20 the 


Bureau of Construction and Repair recom- 
mended that the United States steamer 
Monocacy be taken into dry dock and 
have her bottom carefully examined, and, 
in the event of its condition being favor- 
able, that a contract be entered into to re- 
pair the vessel at a total cost not to ex- 
ceed $25,000. 
Secretary Whitney, in an 


indorsement of the recommendation, says: 


"I confess to a profound suspicion of 


this boat. She is twenty-four years old, a 
small paddle-wheel steamer of 1,370 tons 
displacement, and cost originally about 
$325000- would cost to duplicate now not 
over $250,000.

The Late Justice Woods' Successor. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The Critic pub- 


lishes the following on the subject of a 
successor to the late Justice Woods of the 
Supreme Court: The appointment of the 
successor to the late Justice Woods is still a 
mooted question, arid any thing fresh on 
the subject is eagerly sought. The latest 
announcement is that Judge Edward W. 
Pettus of Alabama, was the coming man, 
but no authority is given for the state- 
ment. This morning a Critic man met 
Hon. Michael L. Woods, an intimate friend 
of Judge Pettus, and, when asked if he 
knew anything concerning the Judge's 
cundidacy said: 


"I know that the President sent for Judge 


Pettus, and it was to consult him about the 
appointment. Senator George was promi- 
nently mentioned at one time, but Secre- 
tary Lamar appeared on the scone, and 
George dropped out of sight. But Lamar 
will not be appointed. You can say, with- 
out fear of contradiction, that the Presi- 
dent considers Lamar his chief counsellor, 
and on that account he will not give him 
up. I am at tbe opinion that Judge Pettus 
will receive tho appointment^ and as he is 
a man who will be a credit to the State 
and bench, and prove once more Cleve- 
land's good judgment in the matter of se- 
lections for responsible positions."

Last night at 7:45 o'clock, fifteen 


coaches filled with excursionists to Niag- 
ara Falls, left Peoria over the Toledo, 
Peoria & Warsaw road, by way of For- 
rest. The train was drawn by two loco- 
motives. 
East of Chatsworth, after 


passing Forrest, the train struck a burnt 
out culvert, and a horrible wreck result- 
ed, piling the forward cars in a heap, the 
crash and fire killing 100 to 125 people, 
and seriously injuring 200 or more. The 
train was going at full speed. 


The names of the parties killed cannot 


be learned. The party was made up of 
some of the best people of Peoria and 
there were many residents of towns along 
the road on board. There were seven 
or eight families on board from Bloom- 
ington. A sou of Ezra Meek, Miss May 
Laws, Arthur McCarty and James; Blair, 
all of Eureka, were killed. 
Mrs. Dr. 


Ducket, of Forrest, leaving a babe six 
months old, was killed, as was also one 
of the engineers, McClintock by name. 


E. N. Armstrong, general manager of 


the T., P. & W., with his family and 
friends occupied a special car. Mr. Arm- 
strong was badly bniised, but not killed, 
as reported. 


There wore six sleepers, iive day 


coaches, two reclining eliair curs, the 
special and a baggage car in the train. 
Five of the sleepers remained on the 
track and the occupants of these cars 
escaped unhurt. 


The reception o£ the dreadful news at 


Peoriu und at ^points all ulong the line 
caused the greatest consternation. A full 
list of the nrirues of Peoria people on 
board appears in the Transmit of this 
morning. A copy o£ the paper can bo 
seen at this office. 


The accident occurred between 3 and 4 


o'clock this morning, too late for the 
details to get into tho city papers. 


It was reported this afternoon that 102 


dead bodies are lying on the platform at 
Forrest, and that muny other bodies are 
distributed at various stations and in 
houses. 


Bev. Pinkorton and wife, of Decutur, 


Elder Zollurs und wife,of Springfield,and 
Elder Waggoner of Eureka, were on the 
train. No word is received from them. 
Possibly they are among the victims.

Death of J. T.J31ough. v..,^., 


The death of the well-known fanner 


aid stock breeder, J. T. Clough, occurred 
at,, his home in Ulini township at. 12 
o'clock last night, resulting from general 
debility. The deceased was in tlw 64th 
year of his age, and leaves a widow and 
one grown daughter. 


Mr. Clough was born in Merrimao 


county, New Hampshire, February 3, 
1824. His father was a fanner in good 
circumstances. He obtained a good edu- 
cation and in 1843 took charge of a school 
at Pembrook, teaching elsewhere in New 
Hampshire. In 1855 he was given a place 
in the postal service by President Pierce, 
and he had charge of the mails between 
Boston and New York. He resigned 
when the Republicans took charge of 
public affairs. 
In November, 1859, he 


married Abbie J.'Batchelder, daughter of 
Col. Nathaniel Batchelder and sister of 
the Batchelder brothers of this county. 
He came west in 1861 and settled in 
Illini township where he died. Only one 
of the four children born to the couple is 
living. Mr. Clough always took an act- 
ive part in politics, and has held several 
township offices. He has been suggested 
by his democratic friends" as a candidate 
for representative.

Ilh'ni Congregational church, of which 
the deceased was a member. Mr. C. was 
the owner of a fine farm of 160 acres.
